Big things are on the horizon for the ‘Texas A&M 
defense. The new year started off with a bang when Von Mill- 
er, the NCAAS s: der last season, announced he would be 
returning to Aggieland for his senior year. Just one week later, 
Mike Sherman introduced the Aggie faithful to their new de- 
fensive coordinator and assistant head coach, Tim DeRuyter, 
formerly of Air Force. For a defense that finished fifteen places 
away from last in 2009, the impact of Miller and DeRuyter will 
certainly be welcomed. 

A&MS defensive outlook turned from question marks to ex- 
clamation points with Miller's return. His 17.5 sacks, 21.5 tackles 
for loss and All-American accolades make him the most deco- 
rated returning defender since Dat Nguyen. For a defense that 
hasn’t had the luxury of veteran leadership or experienced dif- 
ference makers in over a decade, the impact of Miller’s return 
simply cannot be overstated. 

While Miller will make his presence felt on the field, the ar- 
rival of DeRuyter will be equally as important on the sidelines. 
After finishing 2009 with the one of the nation’s top ranked de- 
fenses at Air Force, DeRuyter was hand-picked by 
bring back the Wrecking Crew defense in short order.
